CURTIS SEES

FOR AUTO TAX 


Senator Saya Action of 
House Will Govern 
Upper House 


OPEKA, Kan., Sept. 26.— 
The automobile excise 
tax will get no preference 
when it is considered by the 
Senate Finance Committee. 
This was the statement made 
here this week by Senator 
Charles Curtis, Republican 
leader in the Senate. 
he senator was in Topeka, his 
e town, before proceeding to 

Ashington to open whearings on 

e revenue bill, which will be one 
f the chief bits of business of the 
Short session of Congress. 

“The Senate will be guided in a 
large measure by the action taken 
by the House in this matter,” de- 
clared Senator Curtis. ‘‘The entire 
internal revenue list is due to come 
up, but the Senate committee will 
review the action of the House 
committee before even taking up 
the matter. It would not be safe 
to express an opinion on the future 
of the auto tax at this time—I must 
keep an open mind until after the 
hearings at least.”

Carl B. Auel, Retiring. 
Chief, Reports on Na- 
tional Education 


CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 28.—!

AIDING COUNTRY 


Province Officials Praise 
Federal Assistance in 
Building Program 


Montreal, Sent. 26.—Every prov- 
ince of Canada was represented at 
the twelfth annual session of the 
Canadian Good Roads Association 
in Quehec this week. ™ 

Hon. Narcisse Perodeau, lieuten- 
ant-governor of Quebec, one of the 
speakers, emphasized the growing 
importance of roads as a factor in 


national development. 


A. W. Campbell, Federal Com- 
missioner of Highways, said 
that Canada’s roads were not 
inferior to those of the United 
States. Touching on traffic prob- 
Iems, he declared that modern 
practice was tending to the abo- 
lition of specific speed limit, 
making caution and considera- 
tion of conditions the guiding 
rules for drivers. 

Hon. George S. Henry, minis- 
ter of highways for Ontario, ap- 
proved the association’s policy 
of visiting the various provinces 
in turn, thus fostering inter- 
provincial faith and understand- 
ing. Good roads, he said, now 
an established feature in public 
policy, had brought to farmers 
a degree of comfort in living 
conditions hitherto unknown and 
so were an essential in an agri- 
cultural country like Canada. 


Mr. Campbell’s address was one 
of the principal features of the aft- 
ernoon, his subject being, “The 
Success of Federal Aid to Date.” 
He said that of the $20.000,000 
grant originally provided by the 
Dominion Government to supple- 
ment provincial expenditures on 
highways about $18,000,000 has 
been expended on the construction 
of more than 6,000 miles of a 
projected mileage of 8,145 miles. 
The speaker said-that he was con- 
vinced that no Federal appropria- 
tion had ever been better or more 
economically expended or had been 
more justified by results. : 

As a result of Canada’s enlight- 
ened roads policy, said Mr. Camp- 
bell, about 2,000,000 of the 17,000,- 
000 motor cars in the United 
States had entered Canada last 
year, leaving $140,000,000 to $150,- 
000,000 in the country.

ANTON, O., Sept. 26.— 
With stocks of tire re- 
tailers lowest in many years 
at this season of the year, 
prospects are only fair for 


fall, a survey of leading tire, 


distributors in the immediate 


Canton district disclosed. 

There has been a tendency ali 
summer on the part of the car 
owner to hold off buying tires and 
now with the advent of fall and 
expected tire price reductions hav- 
ing failed to materialize, dealers 
expect motorists to soon start buy- 
ing their tire needs for winter. This 
is one redeeming feature of the 
trade at this time. 

Summed up approximately 
per cent of the tires being sold to- 
day are balloons, thus leaving 70 
per cent high pressure pneumatics. 
Sizes most in demand are 33x5; 
31x5 and 30x4. 

Stocks of tires in the larger 
shops are not normal for this time 
of the year. So close is Canton to 
the rubber factories that most of 
the dealers anticipate their needs 
a week in advance and go into the 
factory and cart their stocks to 
their stores. This situation has pre- 
vailed for some months. 

There is one encouraging angle 
of the trade and that 
sibility for fall of the solid tire 
business. Most all truck owners 
believing there would be a cut by 
September 1, rolled along on what 
tire equipment’ they had, but it has 
reached the stage where they must 
buy and this activity has started 
at this time. Between now and 
the arrival of cold weather the 
solid tire industry is expected to be 
very brisk. 

The unemployed situation is fast 
being bettered and with this ob- 
stacle removed, money is becoming 
easier and within a short time the 
retail tire business should show 
some improvement, dealers here 
believe.

BAY STATEMAY 
TAX GASOLINE 


Proposal Defeated in 


Past, but Strong Effort 
Is Indicated Now 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 26.—Massa- 
chusetts has no gasoline tax.. By a 
vote of 550,651 in opposition and 
277,075 in favor, the voters of the 
commonwealth at the state elec- 
tion last November defeated the 
2-cent gasoline tax measure enact- 
ed during the legislature of 1924. 

It is believed that another effort 
will be made this coming winter 
to bring about additional taxation 
of all motorists, either in a gaso- 
line tax, revenue from which shall 
be used solely for road purposes, 
or by an increase in the registration 
fee. 

For 


years a strong effort has 


been made to bring about the enm- 
actment of a gasoline tax law, but 


it was not successful until a year 
ago. The voters took advantage of 
the referendum clause and abol- 
ished the law almost as it was born: 

This does not seem to have been 
satisfactory to many of the state 
officials, particularly ex-Gov. Cox 
and present Gov. Alvan T. Fuller, 
both of whom were heartily in 
favor of the tax. In his inaugural 
address, Gov. Fuller recommended 
the enactment of a gas measure. 

In previous years the proposi- 
tion was put before the legislature 
in the guise of a tax for road pur- 
poses only. A year ago a new idea 
was derived, that of creating a two 
cent gasoline tax, one half of which 
should go to the state’ government 
and the other half to the cities 
and towns within the common- 
wealth. This of course appealed 
strongly to the various town and 
city officials. 

There is every indication now 
that a fight will be made to in- 
crease the registration of motor 
trucks, creating new specifications 
according to weight and carrying 
capacity.
